Our 
imports from the United States nre an 
indic:it:c;i of povcr.ty, bet'anse they 
largely consist of manufactured articles 
we aro unable to make for ourselves, 
and that iuabiltiy is due to poverty, 
lack of oapiliil invested in mucliiiiery to 
make the g<x)ds.

During last year we exported $5."),- 
000,000 worth of goods to tlio Uoited 
States, and we imported from the 
iMiited iStates ?11.'5,000,000. rriiere was 
therefore what is called iiii adverse bal- 
aace of trade against us of $70,000,- 
000. How was tlmt aettleil? -By our 
wi'ipts from our e.\porl8 to Great Bri- 
tain. On tlie general foreign trjido of 
any country there is no such thing as 
a 'balance of trade, or rather there must 
l)e -an cvact balance. That is apiiaront 
rfroni the simple fact that nobody cither 
gives or gets anything for nothing. The 
United States has a large apparent bnl- 
aace of trade in its favor. That is set- 
tled in throe ways, first, creation of 
credits abroad, second, e.Tijenditurcs 
abroad of travelliuK Americans,, and 
■third, imports of gold. (These aro tlie
